Mr Francis. said he had to move that 
their. Lordships “discharge. the prisoners on 
two grounds—first, that the warrant of 
conimitment, and the whole of tho proceed 
ings from beginning to end wero wholly 
egal. and wid eoram non juice ; and 
secondly, assuming. that their ‘Lurdships 
were against him on that point, and if they 
held. that the warrant: of commitinent and 
the, proceedings ‘were originally good, on 
the ground that thé detention and ‘impri- 
sonment wnder the ‘warrant had been un- 
reasonably. ad ‘unnecessarily ‘prolonged, 
and had become illegal, Assumning thit the 
warranit on the-face of it authorised the de- 
tention of the prisoners for.such a time as 
was riecessary for their deliverance to the 
Chinese authorities, any detention beyond 
what was rcwonable became illegal. Mr 
Francis pointed out to their Lordships that 
if the. warrant Wes, good to detain them 
oleven ‘months, it waa equally powerful to 
dotain them for eleven years, Their Lord- 
ships would ave that if these prisoners were 
to be detained. until the Governor's order for 
their rendition had been. issued, it was with- 
in tho power ‘of Governors.to datain. these 
men’ for the natural, term of their lives. 
That. could not be the ineaning. of the 
ordinance as it was passed. Any reasonable 
detention under the warrant wasof course 
justifiable, but their Lordships wauld take it 
ad a matter of Knowledge that had any re- 
ference to Peking or England been neces- 
sary on the part of the prisoners, there had 
been time enough for a dozen aplication 8 
being made to dither of these places, He 
referred their Lordships to the spirit and 
intention of the Imperial Act of Extradi- 
tion, by which it was provided that if a pri- 
soner, committed under extradition warrant, 
had not been dolivered up on the claim of 
his Governmont within a, period of two 
months, he,woa whsolutely entitled to his 
discharge. By oir. own ordinance with 
Macno the time was fixed at one month, 
Mr Francis ‘submitted —to-- their Lord- 
ships that, the whole. of the’ proceedings 
before the Magistrate ‘were without uny.

Ir Burge, B. Lewis, Clerk of the American, 
Consulate, which ovenrred this afteenoon 
(29th) at the Centml Hatel,. The event 
syill no. doubt ‘take many in our midst by 
surptise as Mr Lewis:has apparently been 
in tho enjoyment of good health up to the 
Tast fow hours... The first’ indication that 
this gentleman was sutfering from sudden 
sickness was vbsorved this’ morning xt th 
United States Consilate when Mr Chester 
had to take Mr Lewis's place in recording 
the minutes of the proceedings, . It appears 
that the deceased intimated that'he was 
unable to, attend duty that day; in consequ- 
ence it was generally supposed, of the heavy 
work that he.had to undertake ‘in connec. 
tion with the dutics of his office during the 
Jagt few days. Later in the day n gentle: 
man called on Mr Lewis ond described hint 
as suffering from severe cramps in > the 
atomach and limba. At three o'clock ¢hiy 
afternoon the hotelboy wont into MrLewis’s 
room at the Central, Hbtel and found shim 
struggling on ‘the floor, and on calling as- 
sistance it was disovered that Mr Lewis 
was bleeding profusely.’ It was. first 
imagined that this came from his mouth, 
hut on investigation it was found that the 
' blood proceeded from a wound inthe wrist. 
‘From, the quntity of blood..seen in the 
‘cuspidore, it would appear that an artery 
had heen-severed, Assistance was promptly 
called in, but Mr Lowis died from exhans- 
tion at a little after four o'clock.

She simply takes no“action when attempts 
are mado to have fines remitted, or tnjust 
and inconsistent regulations annulled. She 
dofeats-all claims, sccures the fines, and 
retains her obnoxious and silly regulations 
simply by offering a nogative resistance. 

A manmay arrange the entrances to his 
grounds {o suit himself, but when he per- 
mnits his neighbors to ‘enter them, he must 
have some regard for their rights in the 
matter. He will be brought to a realizing 
sense of his obligations to the community if 
he wrongsthem unjustly. Spain is ininuch 
the samo position, with the exception that 
no punishment is incted out to her,’ The 
constructions often placed upon her customs 
regulations hy her own people, so far ss ves- 
sels are wncerned, ate more than harsh. 
They aro opposed -to the principles which 
rule international trade and are both unjyst 
and illegal:. “But .complaints have availed 
little, because our Government has not seen 
fit to push matters vigorously to a conclu- 
sion.
